The supreme court has under 
consideration five coses challenging 
the constitutionality of aegregatlon 
In public schools.

Dut Brownfll and Hoover were speaklnB 
under oath before a Bcnatc committee and 
Mr. Truman were merely making a radio-TV 
appL-ariiiice.

Churchill was confident that luch 
a conference would lead to an eas- 
ing ot tensions throughout the world. 
He hoped he could ahow the way 
to peace is the crowning act of 
his career. 

President Elsenhower and Secre- 
tary John Foaler Dullea were skep- 
Ucal from the beginning. They 
believed the Russians bad far moro 
to gain from such a meeting than 
the west. It would, as Dulles viewed 
It, eontlnn the new rules in power 
at a time when there was at least' 
a hope of continuing conflict and 
disorder such as had brought about 
the overthrow of Berla. 

Prom the Washington perspective. 
In the first InsUmce at least, Ber- 
muda was a delaying tactic. Tht 
meeting of the big three would be 
an opportunity to analyie with Sir 
Winston tho haiards of an open-end 
conference tha communists could 
exploit for their own propaganda 
purposes tostde Russia and portlcU' 
larly. Inside the satellite sUtes. 

Then a series of misfortunes oc- 
curred. Franco was without a gor- 
emment for nearly a month until 
flnidlj Premier Joseph Lanlel agreed 
to become head ot a weak coalition 
cabinet. ChurchUl was stricken 
with on lUneu taking Mm out of 
action through piost of the summer. 

Bui the decisive event reducing 
the possibility ot a big four conter- 
enee almost to rero was tho uprising 
in East Germany in mid-June. 

That great upheaval came appar-

"Ite French parliament has not 
yet ratified the European defense 
community. One reason Is that the 
United fltalej and Britain have not 
spelled out the kind ot reassurances 
the French feel they must have with 
respect to tho commitment of Brit- 
ish and American forces on the coni 
tlnent of Europe. It did not help, of 
course, when Secretory of Defense 
Charles E. WUion suggested recent- 
ly that thoM forces wottld be cut

The future of tho Indo-CWna 
war wUl be another subject on 
which some honest fact- facing Is 
essential. The growlpg mood' In 
France Is to Ibid a way out ot that

How old should a child be before 
he can be left alone In the houie?
